that the breach inside the Democratic 
party had not been healed and this, 
by the way, causes no small amount 
of rejoicing in the bosoms of the Re- 
publican leaders who feel even more 
confident on that account of a continu- 
ance of Republican control of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government. 


REVIVE OLD RIVALRY 


Whether the responsibility for the 


revival of the McAdoo-Smith rivalry 
rests with the Dockweiler wing of the 
Democrats In California or whether it 
is the result of local political ambi- 
tions on the part of those who fought 
for McAdoo to control ihe state ma- 
chinery, tt> >fact_rtijwtlns Jist in Mr. 
McAdoo's own'state a battle has been 
fought on issues not far different from 
those which kept the Madison Square 
Garden convention balloting -for days 
and days. 


Throughout the country until now 


there has been among the Democrats 
a semblance of harmony. The effort to 
abolish the two-thirds rule was ad- 
vanced by McAdoo men and concurred 
in by Smith supporters in the hope 
that the next convention could nomin- 
ate by majority Ijaliot. 


SAME OLD FIGHT 
, 


But the California episode reveals 


that the sores of 1924 have not been 
healed and that the fight is on with 
the same intensity as before. The only 
advantage of the early outcropping of 
this rivalry is that it may awaken 
other Democrats to the folly of fur- 
ther strife so early In the game as to 
cause the elimination of the two main 
contenders and an agreement on a 


^compromise candidate long before the 
Convention time is at hand. 


The situation is very much different, 


however, from the one in the months 
preceding the Madison Square Garden 
convention. Then the McAdoo man- 
agers, confident and aggressive were 
talking of the probable majority they 
would get. Now it is the Smith faction 
which is confident and on the offen- 
sive. The fact that the fight was car- 
ried into Mr. McAdoo's own state is a 
sign of how the McAdoo forces have 
been placed on the defensive. 


M'ADOO ATTITUDE DOUBTFUL. 
Whether the former secretary of the 


treasury really cares about another 
fight for the presidential nomination 


, is doubtful. His friends are as eager 


for him to make the race as they were 
before because they think he can 
unite the west and south and per- 
haps capture a middle western state 
or two because of his strong hold on 
union labor—a combination of elector- 
al vote* something like that which 
won in 1916. It Is a familiar argu- 
ment and It failed in 1924 to" be con- 
vincing. 


But presidential 
politics can be a 


matter of group strategy as well as in- 
dividual ambitions. The McAdoo fol- 
lowers may feel unable to name their 
own leaders but there Is every sign 
that they still want to retain their 
power of veto If not dictation. There 
are plenty of Democrats of the Wil- 
son wing further east who might ab- 
sorb the McAdoo strength 
if it Is 


kept intact. 


HEIRS TO POWER

and other state officers. The candidates for these offices have had much to 
•ay about what they will or will not do if elected to office. There has been 
considerable complaint about the burden of taxation in this state and some 
of the candidates have promised to relieve these conditions If elected.

trative officers and not legislative officers. They must administer and carry 
out the laws as they find them. Tho laws are made by the state legislature, 
and If you are In favor of any changes In the present laws of the state, be 
they tax or other laws, you should find out what the candidates for the state 
legislature stand for in this campaign. An individual assembly man Is not 
Important In a campaign of this kind and he is usually not thought of until 
election day when the vot«r finds himself in the election booth marking his 
primary election ballot.

to the oity. 10% to the county and 40^o to the state. The Inheritance 
apportionment Is 92^4% to the state and 7^i% to the county. This should 
hnnged so that the city and county gets Its fair share of this tax. 
I favor legislation permitting counties to aid In the development of water 


power If the people of the county vote in favor of such a project. 


I am in favor of a reduction rather than an increase in state boards 


and commissions. Much money can be saved to the taxpayers by consoli- 
dation of boards nnd commissions havlnpr similar duties. 


I have resided in the city of Appleton for 8 years. I formerly owned and 


operated a farm In this county. I feel that I have the education and experi- 
ence reduced to properly represent you at Madison and will appreciate your 
support and vote.

On August 7th this office sent out a Bulletin 


giving advance information regarding a Minne- 
apolis gang that was looking over the banks in 
Wisconsin in order that they might run up a total 
of $50,000 this fall. 
We obtained advance infor- 


mation in regard to their car, their license num- 
ber and their equipment. This bulletin was sent 
out to all bankers as well as sheriffs and chiefs of 
police. Mr. W. C. Thompson, who is assistant 
cashier of the Bank at St. Croix Falls saw this car 
in St. Croix Falls. Referring to our bulletin he 
identified it, called a deputy sheriff, gave him the 
bulletin and it was on this information that 
BLACKIE LYNCH and JAMES McFARLANE 
were arrested and held for us. Your Protective 
Manager went to Appleton where arrangements 
had been made with the sheriff to meet him at 
8:00 A. M. We also anticipated that the sheriff 
would have warrants drawn up and be ready to 
accompany ms; Upon arrival at Appleton we 
found that the sheriff had gone out of town for 
a prisoner charged with a minor offense and was 
not expected back until later in the day. We 
were forced then to arrange with the District 
Attorney to have warrants drawn up, your Pro- 
tective manager signing same as the complainant 
and arrangements were made with Chief of Police 
Prim of Appleton to accompany your Protective 
Manager to Balsam Lake so that these prisoners 
could be returned for trial. It was first thought 
ad visible to take the witnesses with us but later 
it was decided that a 700 mile trip over all kinds 
of roads was to be avoided on account of the 
witnesses being women. Finally about noon the 
sheriff not having returned, we started out with 
Chief Prim, Assistant District Attorney Stanley 
Staidl and Mr. M. A. Schuh5 vice-president of 
the First National Bank at Dale, drove to Balsam 
Lake where we arrived in the early morning 
hours. At 7:00 A. M. we started back to Apple- 
ton. The Assistant District Attorney drove the 
Case car while the two prisoners were returned 
in the Protective Manager's car.

It has been an exceptionally active can- 
vass for votes by the various candidates. 
For the governorship it appears that the

nomination lies

Ekern and Zimmerman. So far as quali- 
fications go. either would make an accept- 
able governor. 
The strongest argument 


against Mr. Ekern is that he promises to 
continue the Blaine policies in state af- 
fairs, and his identification with machine 
rule. 
The strongest argument in favor 


of Mr. Zimmerman, leading Progressive 
and a close personal friend of the late 
Senator La Follette who supported him 
for secretary of state, is that he has brok- 
en with, the Blaine machine, and that he 
is for tax reform, economy and conser- 
vation. 
Mr. Ekern's indorsement of 


Blaine policies is. of course, merely poli- 
tics. If he carried them out we would 
have neither conservation, which he' is 
emphasizing, nor economy and lowered 
taxes. 
/ 


The senatorship is the most important 


contest of the primary. 
The question 


here is one more of character and service 
than_of policy. 
An unprejudiced review 


of Mr. Elaine's record shows that his 
"policies"' are exclusively those of oppor- 
tunism. 
He is for any policy which will 


get,votes, nor does he hesitate to abandon 
a policy and-reverse himself if he thinks 
that will get votes. No one knows where 
"he stands on anything, for the simple 
reason that no stand he takes can be re- 
lied upon. A few years ago he was for a 
•world court to which the United States 
•would have been compelled to submit dis- 
putes, and for the enforcement of whose 
decrees an international army was to be 
created, and he voted for such a court as 
& delegate to the Republican National 
convention. 
Now he is denouncing a 


•world court that contains neither of these 
features—an utterly harmless institution 
in respect to involving the United States 
in European affairs, whose sole value is 
moral, and whose jurisdiction is express- 


• ly limited to those cases which a nation 


may voluntarily submit, and in the case 
of the United States, approved by the sen- 
ate. 


No explanation could explain this re- 


versal except thai Mr. Blaine believes his 
present attitude is more likely to get 
votes in Wisconsin. 
This is characteris- 


tic of his position on every question. lie 
has been both wet and dry. depending 
on where he thought the most votes lay. 
He fought the Mississippi river conser- 
vation project because he thought he 
could capitalize the opposition into votes'. 
That he was wrong and unfair made no 
difference to him. He has been both for 
and against bovine tuberculosis tests and 
appropriations, for and against .Mate 
parks, for and against the gas tax. for 
and against militarism, and. to quote Mr. 
Zimmerman, "for and against almost 
anything and everything." 


Throughout his campaign he has re- 


sorted to the most unblushing misrepre- 
sentation of facts, knowing in each in- 


ually to every taxpayer in the state, while 
the government at Madison is notoriously 
extravagant. 


His pardon record is so bad that it has 


been attacked by the women of Milwau- 
kee, who have prepared a statement show- 
ing the release by him in five years of 
more than five hundred prisoners sent to 
jail for felonies.

It is so bad he has also been repu- 


diated by the Wisconsin Farmer, one of 
the largest publications of its kind in the 
northwest.

pudiated by Congressman Schafer of Mil- 
waukee, a truly orthodox La Follette Pro- 
gressive. It is so bad that even Victor Ber- 
ger has urged the people to defeat Blaine, 
and declared his preference for Senator 
Lenroot.

ated politics, with wardens to protect 
ducks and partridges in the city of Mil- 
waukee. 


Shameful efforts have been made to 


connect Mr. Zimmerman and Senator Len- 
root with the Ku Klux Klan without any- 
thing tangible on which to base even in- 
nuendo, and with the fact clearly estab- 
lished that neither has connection with 
nor sympathy for the Klan. In brief, the 
methods of the Blaine machine have been 
unscrupulous and malicious. It has been 
a campaign of deception, hypocrisy and 
falsehood, for no other purpose than to 
mislead the voters and to cover up a rec- 
ord that would not bear discussion. Men 
who engage in these practices are with- 
out principle. They have nothing in their 
characf-r or make-up which should com- 
mand public confidence or support. 
No 


good to the state or to public service can 
come from them. 
Thos£ who may have 


been deluded into following them will 
suffer sooner or later. It is simply not in 
such men to be square, to shoot straight 
or be governed by high motives. 


Opposed to this order is Senator Len- 


root. a«king for renomination and re-elec- 
tion on a record that is wholly clean, that 
will compare favorably with that of the 
beM talent in the United States senate 
and that i<, truly progressive. 
He. has 


helped the farmers and dairymen of Wis- 
consin in protection against Canadian 
competition, where no other representa- 
tive from Wisconsin at Washington could 
have influence. 
He has served the farm- 


ing interests faithfully and well. His la- 
bor record has been cruelly maligned. 
Probably no senator h.'is a better record. 
The votes are there to prove it. 
To il- 


lustrate the unfairness of the attack on 
Mr. Lenroot. it was charger] that he sup- 
ports! anti-strike legislation, whereas the 


shows Mr. Lenroof not on- 


twice on the floor of the senate. Mr. Len- 
root's service at Washington has been of 
the highest order. No man today has 
more influence in national affairs there 
than he. He is leading the movement for 
the St. Lawrence seaway, which means 
more to Wisconsin than any other mea- 
sure before congress.

Of Coal Next Winter 


Babsoii Park. Mass.—With the Pall 


approaching we have asked Roger W. 
Baboon his opinion about the outlook 
tor a coal supply during the coming 
winter. His report is very reassuring. 
Mr. Babson's complete statement is as 
follows: 


"Not much was said in the newspa- 


pers at the time of the settlement of 
he anthracite strike this spring as to 
the extent of Labor's defeat 
in this 


conflict. To make as little talk as pos- 
sible, out of respect to Labor, was a 
part of the agreement and all parties 
o the agreement acted 
accordingly. 


Since then, however, the, settlement 
has become fully public and the de- 
feat which the Labor interests suffer- 
ed has been gradually recognized, and 
all from Mr. Lewis down to the lowest 
paid miner, regret having instituted 
he strike. 


"As yet the same thing cannot be 


said of the miners' strike in England. 
The general strike called in sympathy 
vith the miners was a distinct fiasco, 
but the miners' strike has not yet been 
settled. There is still a great shortage 
of coal in England. The railway ser- 
vice there is greatly curtailed, and 
coal is being rationed out to the great 
nconvenience of the public generally. 
The Coal Commission, however, is 
lard at work ar.d will probably recom- 
mend a settlement which will be sat- 
sfactory to all parties. I hope .this 
settlement, however, will be much 
more than a compromise between the 
owners of the mines and the operators. 
t should go to the root of the problem 
and 
eliminate a large- .number of 


vorkers and shut down a number of 
mines. This is the only practical set- 
lement possible, and the same thing 
might be said of the bituminous situa- 
ion in the United States.- 


JACKSONVILLE AGREEMENT 
"As already stated, there is nothing 


:o worry about in connection with the 
anthracite situation in this country 
'or some time to come. With *he bi- 
tuminous situation, however, the con- 
ditions are 
entirely different. The 


Jacksonville Agreement, which expires 
March 31, 1927. has been a thorn in 
he flesh of both the mine owners and 
he operators ever since it was enact- 
ed. Moreover, 
this agreement 
has 


been very embarrassing 
to the Ad- 


ministration at Washington, which is 
said to have approved it at the time 
but has not insisted that it be lived up 
o. The-facts indicate that the Jack- 
sonville Agreement, which was made 
m good faith between the mine own- 
ers and the operators, has .been ig- 
nored by certain 
of-the large*»ine 


owners who signed it and that the 
Administration has winked at this bad 
faith. For this reason both the mine 
owners and the Government will be in 
an awkward position until March 31, 
1927, when the 
Jacksonville Agree- 


ment expires. This is why we see al- 
most nothing In 
the 
papers today 


about what is going on in the bitum- 
inous industry. After March 31, 1927, 
however, the doors will be wide open 
and a free-for-all fight may be expect- 
ed. 


"Although little appears in print, 


those who have visited Ohio and ad- 
joining states know 
that gradually 


the Unions are losing their power over 
the bituminous mines. Every week 
some new mine, which formerly was a 
union mine, is being quietly opened as 
a non-union mine. Latest statistics 
indicate that only about 20 per cent of 
the bituminous industry is now union- 
ized. The plan is to have this nearly 
all eliminated by next spring. It 
is 


very probable that an 
official strike 


will be called in the bituminous indus- 
try on March 31. 1027; but from the 
way things are working out, I fail to 
see how this strike can amount to 
anything. 


"There Is one thing that such a 


-strike might do—namely get the gov- 
ernment interested m a real, honest 
solution of the coal problem. In antici- 
pation of this the Administration wi'l 
doubtless present in Congress at its 
next session bills for the settlement of 
the coal wage disputes similar to the 
bill which was pajsed at the last ses- 
sion concerning the settlement of the 
railway wage disputes. Readers, how- 
ever, must not expect that this has 
such a good chance of passing as did 
the railway labor legislation which 
was approved by Mr, Lewis and the 
other labor leaders. 


"The important thing for the public 


to remember is that our coa Itroubles 
are far deeper than appear on the 
surface. Although we read merely of 
struggles between capital and labor. 
the real difficulty Is much more serl 
ous. The facts are that there are •« 
least 25 per cent more men engaged in 
mining coal than are needed, and that 
these men should get employment in 
some other Industry. Any real solu- 
tion of the coal problem in the United 
States must provide for the shutt'n? 
down of many mines and placing ol 
many miners In other industries. It i? 
even said that one-half of the mm»rs 
now In the Industry could mine all the 
coal that Is needed. This means that 
our trouble Is practically the same a? 
the trouble In England, and the solu- 
tion of the problem In both countries 
Is the same. 


"In a. discussion of th<s coal indus- 


try we must not think that this Is the 
only Industry In which we have over- 
production today. In a general wa\ 
the «am«j thing applies to many other 
industries. Modern machinery anl In- 
voniion has BO increased the output of 
man'* work that we ate having many 
more goods produced than can lv con 
sumod. This applies to the textile in- 
dustry, the steel Industry, the copper 
Industry, the 
lumber industry, and 


many other Industrie*. America devel 


pcd a system of mass production dur- 
ng the war which is Just beginning 
o have Us effects. What the solution 


l be no one can tell. It may re- 


ult In ui« shutting down of factories 
»nd considerable unemployment, 
or 


he solution may be met by the de- 
•elopment of foreign trade and the ra- 
reasing.of our exports. 
I. however, 


firmly believe that many industries 
re living In. a fools' paradise at the 
present time and will soon be con- 
ronted by the, same problem that al- 
eady confronts the coal industry. The 
Teat problem facing" America today is 
lot production but distribution. Sell- 
UK costs must be reduced so that 
•rices can be reduced, and consump- 
ion Increased. We must do our ut- 
most to solve our problem by incrcas- 
ng consumption rather than by in- 
creasing production. 


"This situation explains the action 
f the Babsonchart in the fact that it 
till continues to stand about 10 per 
ent above normal while so many peo- 
ile feel that business is poor. Profits 
,re poor, but the volume of business 
ontinues to be exceptionally good. 
The Babsonchart registers volume of 
lusiness rather than profits. The diffi- 
ulty is with the excess of production 
nd .the high cost of distribution. This 
ends to reduce profits and makes peo- 
le poor even though statistically 
usiness is very good. Readers have 
lothing to fear as to the 'supply of 
oal or any other standard commod-

may be the future of prisoners sen- 
tenced to the county jail. In many in- 
stances, was foreshadowed Saturday 
when Judge Fred V. Heinemann is- 
sued a court order specifying that 
Charles Runge. incarcerated in the 
jail, be found productive employment 
by Sheriff Peter G. Schwartz so Run- 
go's family might not suffer for his 
conviction of driving an automobile 
while intoxicated. 


A Wisconsin statute specifically 


provides that the confines of the jail 
may be extended to the limits of the 
county to allow prisoners to work at 
productive forms of labor, the judge 
pointed out. 
"In the case of Runge, a small farm- 


er," Judge Heinemann said, "his jail 
term Is working much more of a hard- 
ship upon his family than it is on 
him. 


"The statute clearly 
defines the 


point that county prisoners, where no 
workhouse, is provided, can be em- 
ployed In useful labor, not more than 
10 hours a day at usual occupations 
of a trade nature and not more than 
12 nor less than 10 hours per diem at 
farm labor. 


CAN'T PAY FIXE 


"Runge was sentenced by the court 


to pay a flne of $50 and costs or to 
spend not more than 90 days In the 
county jail. Investigation has proved 
that Runge will be unable to pay his 
flne and his family is standing the 
economic brunt of his sentence 


"Considering 
those 
elements it 


seems to suit the ends of justice that 
Runge be put to work 


"Therefore," Judge Heinemann con- 


tinued, "I am ordering the sheriff to 
find useful employment for the prison- 
er probably on his own land, and also 
that a judgment be entered against 
Runge for costs of the action and his 
upkeep while in jail. 


"The statute also provides that pris- 


oners who refuse to work can be put 
on a bread and water diet for a period 
not to exceed 10 days." 


Judge Heinemann also pointed out 


that the law provides for a reduction 
of one-fourth of the total sentence 
when the prisoner performs his work 
faithfully. 


At all times, until term of servitude 


Is worked out, the prisoner remains 
in charge of the sheriff or such depu- 
ties as may be duly appointed by 
him, it was stated.
